Chicago, May 0.—Seven persons were 
btu taxi to death, three fatally ha j ared 
anil several others slightly burt)*! and 
O therw ise injured in a fire th at <iguToy­ 
ed a 3-story apartm ent building here 
early Sunday. 
W hile the oven (tauts of tho burning 
building were struggling wit Ii the smoke 
and flames in the hope of forcing their 
their way to safety, the firemen who 
were responding to the alarm were 
vainly w aiting for a freight train which 
blocked the way of the engines to move 
away from the crossing and give an 
open road to the fire. 
Captain Driscoll 
of the fire departm ent called to the con­ 
ductor aud brakemen to move the fraiu, 
but they refused to comply w ith his re­ 
request and the police were sent for and 
the crew were arrested. 
Under order* 
of the fire marshal the train was backed 
from the crossing, but by the time the 
firemen reaching the burning building 
the structure had lice ii destroyed. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
The building was an old one, built of 
wood and burned so rapidly th at all 
avenues of escape by stairw ays were 
cut off before the occupants were aware 
of the fire. 
Officials of the Lake Shore and Mich­ 
igan Southern railw ay, on whose tracks 
the train is said to have blocked the tire 
departm ent, claim that they have evi 
donee that the blocking only 
lasted a 
few minutes and the members of tho 
train crew did everything in 
their 
power to make way for the fire engine. 
Conductor Brown claims one of the fire­ 
men uncoupled the air brakes w ithout 
turning the angle cock setting 
the 
brakes and that the engineer was una­ 
ble to move the train until the pipes 
were filled again and the brakes re­ 
leased. 
A fter an investigation by the 
police officials the train crew were 
finally released on bail. 
The fire was fraught w ith an incident 
of the most distressing character. 
The 
little 2-year-old daughter of C hristian­ 
sen, who lived on the third floor, was 
terribly burned, her left arm and her 
face being roasted. 
Her father, a fol­ 
lower of Mr. Dowie, refused to allow 
the little one to have medical attention 
aud fought desperately when she was 
taken from him. He clung to the burned 
arm of the child and part of the flesh 
was torn from the member. 
W hen 
finally the police forced him to give up 
the little one. 
He cursed them and 
prayed that they m ight be punished for 
subjecting his child to
